Ever since the first wave of Cana- 
diam settiement struck Manitoda in 
the early seveniies the railway ques- 
tion has (een the great question in 
that province. When the old Inter- 
national s*eamoat plying on the Red 
River between Moorehead and Winni- 
pet gave the only means of traffic and 
transport with the outside world, the 
hope ofi the people was the building of 
arailwey. In the iatler seventies the 
railway was wuilt by the Canadian 
government from the boundary line to 
Selkirk, on the east side ol the Red 
River, giving cornection at the doun- 
dary with the United States railway 
system. Then m the early eighties 
followed the completion of the C. P. 
R. to the Lakes and to the St. Law- 
rence, but each successive step in the 
improvement of trausportation facil- 
ities, unsteaa of providing relief from 
congusted condilions, strange to say, 
has always seemed only to aggravate 
those conditions. The fact is that 
with a country of such vast extent 
and such avovading fertility, the im- 
provement of facilities to get im is ne- 
cessarily followed by stiil greater ne- 
cessity for still greater improvement 
in the facilities for getting out the 
traffie so crevted.

freight charge became an immense tax 
upon the country and an immense pro- 
fit to the railways. There was there- 
fore stili further agitation for a fur- 
ther reduction, and the mark was set 
at a ten cent rate from Winnipeg to 
the Lakes, with corresponding rates 
from points turther west. The. pro- 
vincial government took the matter 
up, discussed it, carried on negotia- 
tions, and under ex-Premier Greenway 
dropped it. As a result the people 
of Manitoba dropped him at the next 
elections. His successor, Premier 
Macdonald, then took the matter up, 
and went so tar as to enter into an 
agreement whereby a ten cent rate 
to the Lakes was guaranteed. Events 
not conmected with this question oc- 
curred, which prevented the closing of 
this agreement, and which retired Mr. 
Macdonald from political life. His 
successor, Premier Robin, took up the 
question, and entered into an uagree- 
ment with the Canadian Northern 
Railway, whereby in consideration of 
a provincial guarantee of bonds, that 
company built a third railway to the 
Lakes and agreed to place the control 
of its rates entirely in the hands of 
the Manitoba government. 
the people said, “the railway question 
is solved—we can have any rates we 
like and are willing to pay lor—As the 
traffic increases we must get corres- 
pondinz reductions, because the power 
is in our own hands through our local 
government.” it may be mentioned 
that a feature ot the agreement be- 
tween the province and the company 
is that in cause the rates are placed 80 | 
low that the company becomes unable 
to pay imterest on its bonds, besides 
operating expenses, the province has 
to make up the deficit at the end of 
each period of two years, without re- 
course against the company. The first 
fruits of this bargain was a reduction 
of two cents per hundred pounds at 
all Canadian Northern points in Man- 
toba, which took effect last year. 
This was a cut to tweive cents, and 
was the Jo\ves point that had yet been 
reached. Owing to the immense crop 
of last year and the car shortage, the 
Cc. P. R., having as much, traffic ee 
they could handle at the fourteen 
cent race, did not cut to twelve cents 
to meet the Canadian Northern. 
Premier Roblin received, and idl 
entitled to, a great deal of credit for 
his success in securing a reduced wheat 
rate, but he had only progressea haif 
way towards the target tixed by his
